According to its official newspaper, the Black 
Panther Party (BPP) was started during December, 1966, in 
Oakland, California, to organize black people so they can 
take control of the life, politics, and the destiny of the 
black community. It was organized by BOBBY GEORGE SEALE, 
BPP Chairman, and HUEY P. NEWTON, BPP Minister of Defense. 
NEWTON is presently serving a sentence of 2 to 15 years on @ 
conviction of manslaughter in connection with the killing of 
an Oakland police officer, 


The official newspaper, “The Black Panther", which 
further describes itself as the "Black Community News Service", 
states that the BPP advocates the use of guns and guerrilla 
tactics in its revolutionary program to end oppression of the 
black people, Residents of the black community are urged to 
arm themselves against the police who are consistently 
referred to in the publication as “pigs” who should be killed. 


"The Black Panther" issue of September 7, 1968, 
contains an editorial by BPP Minister of Education, GEORGE 
MASON MURRAY, which ends with the following: 


“Black men, Black people, colored persons of 
America, revolt everywhere! Arm yourselves. The only culture 
worth keeping is a revolutionary culture. Change. Freedom 
everywhere, Dynamite: Black Pover.

BLACK PANTHER PARTY, aka 
Black Panther Party for 
self Defense 


According to its official newspaper, the Black Panther 
Party (BPP) was started during December, 1966, in Oakland, 
California, to organize black people so they can take control 
of the life, politics, and the destiny of the black community. 
It was organized by Bobby George Seale, BPP Chairman, and 
Huey P. Newton, BPP Minister of Defense. Newton is presently 
serving a sentence of 2 to 15 years on a conviction of manslaughter 
in connection with the killing of an Oakland police officer. 


The official newspaper, "The Black Panther," which 
further describes itself as the "Black Community News Service," 
states that the BPP advocates the use of guns and guerrilla 
tactics in its revolutionary program to end oppression of the 
black people. Residents of the black community are urged to 
arm themselves against the police who are consistently referred 
to in the publication as "pigs" who should be killed. 


"The Black Panther" issue of September 7, 1968, contains 
an editorial by BPP Minister of Education, George Mason Murray, 
which ends with the following: 


"Black men. Black people, colored persans of America, 
revolt everywhere! Arm yourselves. The only culture worth 
keeping is a revolutionary culture. Change. Freedom everywhere. 
Dynamite! Black Power. Use the gun. Kill the pigs everywhere." 


Included in the introduction to an article appearing 
in the October S$, 1968, edition of "The Black Panther" is the 
statement, "...we will not dissent from American Government. 
We will overthrow it." 


Issues of "The Black Panther" regularly contain quotations 
from the writings of Chairman MAO Tse-tung of the People's 
Republic of China and feature MAO's statement that “political 
power grows out of the barrel of a gun." 


The national headquarters of the BPP is located at 


3106 Shattuck Avenue, Berkeley, California. Branches have 
been established at various locations throughout the United

CLARKSON In 1966 in Oakland, California, two young black intellectuals, 
Huey P. NEWTON and Bobby SEALE formed the Bleck Panther Party. 
CLEAVER soon joined the party as Minister of Education. They 
mapped out an education plan on simple revolutionary lines. NEWTON 
hope was to make the Party Platform simple and clear enough in its 
goals that black people would unite under the revolutionary symbol 


of the gun. Their desire - that the black control and determine 


the destiny and fulfillment of their own communities, 
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When we first or ganized the Black Panther Party, for self-defence, 
I'd say, Bobby, we gonna draw up a basic platform, just basic so 
the black people can read. He says we don't want to go really 
elaborate with all these essays and dissitations and all that stuff 
because the brothers gonna look at that and say "Man I don't got 
time for that, I gonna go see what I can do for myself". It's just 
a basic platform, power to determine the destiny for our black 
community, full employment for our people, number 3, we want 
housing fit, decent housing fit for the shelter of human beings, 
number h, want all black men to be exempt from military service. 
The Black Panther Party is the same type of movement, represents 
the same type of forces, the same type of ideas that have sprung up 


in all colonial countries of a liberation movement, a libsration 


struggle. Some Gountries, they have different names. They have the 


Peoples Independent's Party in some countries, they have the 
Communist Party in some countries, they have this party in the 
other countries, but the people always come up with an organization 
based on revolutionary principles and most of these countries, basea 
on the economic and political and social theories of Mereian and 
Leninism to deal with the conditions. 

One of the conditions to be remedied was the widely acknowledged 
police prejudice and brutality in negro ghettos. The Panthers 
Sensational solution was a decision to arm themselves and patrol 
their own ghettos against what they consider unfair police inter- 
ference, advising negros being arrested of their legal rights, 

We have young kids who joined, but we only let them sell papers and 
teach them black American history and teach them something about 


their past and their place in the world and society. The age of 16

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E CLEAVER and if the mother says it's alright, we train the young brother how 
to fieldstrip (ph) a weapon, teach him about the safety of weapons 
and how the weapon is for defence and not for attacking maliciously 
anyone. The nature of a Panther, he doesn't attack anyone. But 
when hets backed into a corner and he cann't move, those persons 
or person or group who are attacking them, then he comes out of 
that corner to wipe out that attacker, aggressor, absolutely, 
veneiNtely. wholly, thoroughly and completely. 

K CLEAVER That's how the Party started to grow. First it was two, then three 
then four, then five, then ten, then fifteen, then twenty, then 
thirty- then forty, then fifty baack men patrolling the streets of 
Oakland, armed to the gills, tape recorders, cameras, and law books 
and any time they saw a pig stop a black person, they'd jump out 

ees Meee “and” stand there, legal distance away and watch it. And if the pig 
didn't do anything against the law, they wouldn't say anything, but 
if the pig sued: a gun on him, and they pulled a gun on them, and 
police brutality went down very quickly in Oakland. 

EK CLEAVER Is somebody shooting at you? Is someone trying to oppress you or 
brutalize you? If you can look out there and you can see hungry 
kids in the morning, so you organize the people. You go out and 
like one of our programs breakfast for the children in the morning. 
Junior High and Grammar School, we're going to start with, Talking 
about a free health clinic, talking about black liberation schools 
that teaches us about our true nature and our black history and our 
youth. So you organize to alter these things so you can see when 
you're being attacked, when you're suffering.

Well, LI know that one of the platforms of the Black Panthers is that 
all black people should be let out of prison because they have not — 
had a fair trial.

The actual point in our platform is that we believe that all black 
people should be released from all city, county, federal, state 
prisons and jaiis because they have not had a fair trial bmeaAm by a 
jury of their peers. Also, the conditions under which black people 
are forced to live in this country, they have no choice in making 
and the court system, they have no participation in and the jury 
system, they have no participation in, you have the peoplée who are 


victims of a society that is, in most respects, criminal in terms 


should not be being sent to prison for robbery. They should have 
adequate means of supporting themselves and feeding their family 
so they wouldn't have to be involved in this type of thing. See, 


it's a very interesting, not interesting, very classic class 





In the prisons, there are only 
poor people, there are no rich people in prison, very few middle 
class, educated, white people in prison because the society has 


openings for them. When they commit crimes, which they do

But supposing a black person does commit a crime that is, you know, 
say a federal crime or a state crime or whatever it may be, and 
does do this, whatever it is, murder or armed robbery, is it fair 


to say that therefore, they should just be let out of prison because

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K CLEAVER Well, that's not the point, that you see we don't take that point 
in isolation from all the other factors of the society. The basic 
point of the Black Panther Party is to change the entire conditions 
under which black people live. We're not saying that we do not 
think that black people commit crimes, that's not the point. The 
point is the society which designates black people as criminals is 
in fact a far greater criminal and that the conditions of the 
prisons in which they keep black people and white people and all 
kinds of people are so atrocious that there is nothing a person 
can do in their lifetime that would merit this type of treatment. 

CLARKSON Meny blacks are horrified by the Panthers, not because of their 
ideals, but because thelr hostile, antagonistic demands may simply 
increase the fear, intollerance and prejudice of white America. 
But the estimated 2,600 Panthers and 45 chapters across America are

doing more than toting guns. Members are suppose to adhere to rigic 


disciplines which include, compulsory community work programs such 
as breakfasts for school children, night dinners for families. 
They've established free ghetto health clinics and black banks,

| learn to read and study revolutionary literature, including MAO's 
Red Book and the writings of CLEAVER and NEWTON. The essential — 
theme of their teaching is that the ghetto is the exploited colony 


of racist, white America.

But 
again the decision was reverseé when ¢ highter courts ruled against 
CLEAVER. He was asked to surrender himself ag a parole violator 
and to serve the remainder of his 1958 sentence. Unwilling to 
face again the nightmare of prison and convinced that he would be 
killed if he returned to jail, he chose last winter to become a 
fugitive. No one knows where he is hiding and in the meantime 
Kathleen CLEAVER, is expecting his child and carries on alone.

The official newspaper, "The Black Panther,” which 
further describes itself as the "Black Community News Service ," 
states that the BPP advocates the use of guns and guerrilla 
tactics in its revolutionary program to end oppression of the 
black people. Residents of the black community are urged to 
arm themselves against the police who are consistently referred 
to in the publication as "pigs" who should be killed. 


"Phe Black Panther” issue of September 7, 1968, contains 
an editorial by BPP Minister of Education, George Mason Murray, 
which ends with the following: 


"Black men. Black people, colored persons of America, 
revolt everywhere! Arm yourselves. The only culture worth 
keeping is a revolutionary culture. Change. Freedom everywhere. 
Dynamite! Black Power. Use the gun. Kill the pigs everywhere." 


Included in the introduction to an article appearing 
in the October 5, 1968, edition of "The Black Panther” is the 
statement, "...we will not dissent from American Government. 
We will overthrow it.” 


Issues of "The Black Panther" regularly contain quotations 
from the writings of Chairman MAO Tse-tung of the People's 
Republic of China and feature MAO's statement that “political 
power grows out of the barrel of a gun."
